Official Report of the Number of Deaths in New 
York, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Pittsburg and 
Other Piaces—A Whole Family Stricken 
with the Pest—Ravages in Dakota.

Wusuinetoxn, December 28.—The deaths 
from small<pox during the last week as 
officially roported to the nationel board of 
health, are as follows: Pittsburg, 25; Cincin 
nati, 14; New York, 11; Philadelphia, 11. 

The health authorities of New York, re- 
ported this afternoon that a family of six per- 
sons, father, mother, and four children, were 
sick with small-pox at a tenement house on 
Bleeker street. The family is named Forrest, 
and all the members of it were in different 
stages of the disease. They were removed to 
the small*pox hospital. Another case of small- 
pox was found on Second street, and three 
other suspicious cases were reported for inves- 
tigation. 

A dispatch from Washington, Dakota, says 
that 77 cases of small-pox have occurred in 
the infected districts below that point, 25 of 
Which proved fatal, The disease is spreading 
considerably and seems to be singularly fatal. 
Some of the victimsare said have died within 
°4 hours after being attacked. It is also said 
that before death blood gushes from the eyes, 
ears and noses of the vietims. These symp- 
toms snggest that the disease is not simply

Hone Kone, November 29,—Two German 
residenis of good position in Hong Kong, 
while on a shooting excursion in a boat on 
the Canton river, were fired upon by a junk 
which they took to be a piratical craft.

The colored people were out in force yester- 
day and spent the day most agreeably ip ex- 
amining the machinery and other exhibits, 
up to three o'clock, at which time they as- 
sembled in Judge’s hall to listen to addresses by 
Bishop Warren, Hon. E. 8. Morris, of Phil- 
adelphia, who is acting as the commissioner 


of the republic of Liberia, and W. A. Pledger, 
editor of the Journal! of Progress. When the 
hall was well filled with auditors, Director- 
General Kimball arose and introduced Bishop 
Warren, who in substance said: 

The western miner in searching for gold careless- 
ly traveled over the treasus of silver that lay 
ground Leadville: and Watts accidentally discov- 
ered the power of steam. We have been searching 
for wealth, and but lately discovered that our 

reatest wealth is in man and Africa has men, 
$00,000,000 of them. To-day is typical of the era we 
nre entering. We are making marked discoveries, 
ai d some are unconscious of it. 

Ve have to-day in Atlanta some of the best 
shools forthe use and benefit of colored people; 
so that we start to-day with equal chances for both 
races during the future. 

rhe:school that is doing most to develop the me- 
chanical, as well as the mental character of its 
students in Atinuta to-day isa colored college. 

He closed by telling of one of the scholars 
who was addressed by a northern friend with 
the question, ‘‘What shall I tell your friends 
north?’ 

“Tell them,” said the youth, ‘“‘we are ris- 
ny. } 

The bishop's remarks were received with 
marked attention, and were well timed. 

Following Bishop Warren, Edward 8..Mor- 
ris said: 

“And in company with the colored people 
of America, I can truly say, for and on behalf 
of Liberia and the millions of her native 
population, we, too, are rising.” 

Mr. Morris then told of the republic on the 
west coast of Africa. of its government, 
towns, churches, homes and schools, its rich 
soil and products, presenting to the audience 
salples of cotton and cotton cloths, with 
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indigo stripes, made by the natives on a loom 


perfect in all its harness, weighing less than 
iwo pounds and weaving two and one-halt 
inches wide. He said that millions of these 
little looms are to-day at work in the Niger 
valley and Soudan. When Mr. Morris 
unfurled the Liberia flag before the audience it 
was received with cheers. He dwelt at length 
om the necessity of education for Africa, and 
of his own school with fifty-three children 
therein, some of them sons of chiefs, and that 
he intends to place around his school room in 
gilt letters the following extract from the 
Koran, “Fermented liquor is a snare and a 
curse from the the devil.’”’ This he says will 
please «very true Mahommedan and make 
them more willing to send their sons to the 
“Christ-man school.’ 

W. A. Pledger, the colored editor of the 
Journal of Progress, made a short but im- 
pressive address, speaking ofthe advancement 
of his race andthe prospect of his people for 
the future. His rewards were entertaining 
and were well received. In the couse of his 
speech he said: 

i regret that more of my own race are not present 
to hear and learn. I can say that we present to the 
world such a spectacle as is seldom seen—a race 
lifted from servitude and placed side by side in the 
race of life with the ex-master, and as for successful 
in fifteen years, with the jealousies of the past re- 
moved; so that we feel at home in these southern 
lands and amongst friends. We challenge the 
world to show such a scene. 

Mr. Morris is making an _ interesting and 
instructive exhibitin the main building. A 
large card seven feet longand three feet wide, 
tells its own story, and is read by many a 
passer by. It reads thus:

that century, yet it brought small honor and less 
profit to the greatinventor that produced it. While 
he took the most plebian weed of all the fields, and 
by the blows of his mystic sword made it rise up the 
royal king of all the plants and flowers, yet he 
walked among us and lived and died almost un- 
honored and unsung and his son even now comes 
to pay homage to the prince he created and passes 
unheeded among the throng. 

To the kind donors of this beautiful tribute to prac- 
tical genius, Il can but say you honor yourselves in 
honoring him, foritisthe crowning glory of this 
age, set so thick with the wondrous works of in- 
ventive genius that the work of their hands and 
minds issofully appreciated and so promptly re- 
warded. 

The world has, it would seem, become accustom- 
ed to this wonderful display of genius, and looking 
at. the electric light, the telephone and all 
the multitude of important inventions and discov- 
eries of the day, is not only ready to acknowledge 
the possibility of further progress. but with an in- 
herited genius recognizes and appreciates the grand 
results worked out in the laboratory and the work- 
shop.

Pending Questions, 
Interview with Mr. Stephensin New York Tribune. 

The conversation then drifted to the present, and 
Mr. Stephens was asked, **Do you, think this session 
will be a quiet one?”’ 

‘On the contrary, I think it will bea very ani- 
mated one, While I hope and believe that it will 
not be agitated by sectional issuesof any sort, there 
will, in my opinion, be much discussion of very im- 
portant questions. ‘The subject of interoceanic 
transit, for example, is one of the very highest 
national and international consequence, andit will 
undoubtedly engage the attention of congress toa 
greatexient. itis of paramount importance that we 
should not allow Great Britain, France or any other 
European power to acquire ascendency over any 
part of this continent.’’ 

‘‘Are you in favor of an interoceanic canal] ?’’ 
asked the correspondent. 

‘Certainly Lam, and I think it®would be wise for 
congress at once to charter the Nicaraggua canal 
company—the one in which General Grant is in- 
terested,’’ 

“What about refunding’’’ 
asked. 

‘‘Well, lam in favor of refunding all our bonds 
that we can at the very lowest rate popeston aes dor 
a long time—say a hundred years. We could prob- 
ably place bonds having that length of time to run 
at two and one-half, or even perhaps as low as two 
percent. Then we ought to curtail the expenses of 
the government asmuch as possible, and redtice 
taxation as far as practicable.” 

“In what way”? 

‘‘We ought to begin by abolishing all internal 
revenue taxes. They are a horrible fungus, and 
would never have been tolerated in this country 
except as a war necessity. They ought to be swept 
out of existence.” 

‘‘What about the tariff?’’ 

“Tam in favor of a commission to reviseit. I 
should like to see the rate of duty on a good many 
articles decreased so as to be no longer prohibitory, 
and some arricles which are now free should, in my 
opinion, payaduty. Buta revision of the tariff, if 
accomplished at all, must be the work of a com- 
mission.’’ " 

“What about silver coinage and silver certifi- 
cates?’’ 

“Of course I do not agree with the administration 
in regard to them,’’ was the reply. ‘*For my part, 
I would be giad to see all our circulating notes— 
greenbacks, bank notes, ete. in the form of coin 
certificates, every dollar of which should represent 
an actual dollar in the treasury, payable on de- 
mand to holder of the certificate. 1 think the pol- 
icy recommended by the president and seeretary of 
the treasury in regard to silver and siiver certifi- 
cates will not commend itself to the faverable con- 
sideration and action of this congress.’’

General MacRae’s record is an incomparable 
ene, and he has been given by universal con- 
sent the first place among superintendents in 
the south. It is announced that he is suc- 
ceeded by Mr. R. A. Anderson. It is under- 
stood that General MacRae himself recom- 
mended Mr. Anderson as his successor 
and the _ lease directors were 
unanimous in their selection of him. Mr. 
Anderson has been connected with the road 
longer than any man with it except Mr. San- 
ford Bell, and his record is irreproachable. 
Heis one of the most careful and capable 
railroad men in the country. Mr. B. W. 
Wrenn, when asked of the appointment yes- 
terday, said: 

“It will give the utmost satisfaction to 
every man on the road in every department, 
and [ don’t believe there is another man in 
America of whom this could be said.”’ 

The appointment of Mr. Joseph M. Brown to 
the general freight agency makes the certain 
and rapid rise of a brilliant young railroader. 
This young gentleman has given himself en- 
tirely to railréad service and there is little 
risk in predicting that he will be one of the 
great railroad men of the country in the course 
of time. 

In the appointment of Mr. Appler to the 
agency of the Port Royal road, that road has 
secured and the Central road has lost one of 
the best men. Mr. Appler is popular, relia- 
ble, and active, and it is doubt- 
ful if any man on sonthern § ter- 
ritory commands more freight patronage than 
he.

MacRae'’s Resignation. 
There was a considerable breeze of com- 
ment upon the streets yesterday when it be- 
came known that General William MacRae 
had certainly and peremptorily resigned his 
office as general manager of the Western and 
Atlantic ratHoad. General MacRae has 
been identified with the road in an 
administrative way for the past 
eight years, and has been one of the most en. 
ergetie and efficient managers in the country. 
It has been known to his friends and asso- 
ciates for the past couple of years that he was 
not entirely situated to his liking, and that 
upon the juncture of favorable circumstances 
he would resign his office. The event was 
not, however, expected by the public, and it 
came upon them like a huge holiday surprise. 

A reporter of Tue Constitution called upon 
General MacRae yesterday noon, at his resi- 
dence on Cone street, and found him peace- 
fully smoking his Powhatan pipe. In reply 
to inquiries the General said: 

“Yes, | have resigned absolutely.” 

“When did your resignation take effect?” 

“Tt took effect at the meeting of the directors 
this morning, I presume; though I have heard 
nothing from them.” 

“Do you mind giving us 
your resignation, general?” 

“IT do not care to say anything beyond that 
it was an act dictated by my own personal 
preferences, When | took position on the 
road it was more to please personal friends 
than myself, and had always intended that 
as soon asI had brought it up to the standard 
of. a first-class road to resign and go to more 
congenial work. The road is nowin that con- 
dition, and for two years I have been con- 
templating this step. It has been delayed 
from time to time, but would have been ta 
ken on the first of the yearin any event.”’ 

‘Was there any special reason fou hasten- 
ing it? | 

“Only some small matters of a character 
that doves not concern the public. My resig- 
nation has beer in the hands of the company 
several weeks.”’ 

‘What are your plans for the future, gen- 
eral ?”’ 

“FT resigned to take position as chief engi- 
neer of a new and important road else- 
where, which is to be built by friénds of 
mine. It a better position, equally 
remunerative, and I will be relieved of all 
the great responsibilities..of a manager. 
will only have to look after my own corps, 
besides engineering is liv proiession, and I 
want to get back to it. 

General MacRae did not state where his new 
position would take him, but we learn he is 
to take charge on the ist of February next. 

‘‘Is there any truth in the report that dis- 
agreements between yourself ands the Louis- 
ville and Nashyille people had something to 
do with your resignation ?”’ 

‘If the Louisville and Nashville had any- 
thing to do with it I do not know it. Kh cer- 
tainly had nothing to do with me.”’ 

And with this General McRae closed the 
interview. 

It was whispered in the air that General 
MacRae did not concur in the appointment 
of Colonel Beaty, late of the Cincinnati 
Southern, to the position of general transpor- 
tation agent of the State road, and that it was 
on this account Colonel Beaty has not yet as- 
sumed the functions of his office. Further, 
that when the -appointment was adhered to 
General MacRae at once resigned. 

(‘olonel Richard Peters, one of the directors, 
said: 

“We are sorry to part with’ General Mac- 
Rae. He.wasa good manager, but he got 
vexed and has absolutely resigned. We have 
just had a meeting and elected Colonel R. A. 
Anderson to succeed General MacRae as 
superintendent. This isin the line of pro- 
motion and is a compliment to avery desery- 
ing man.’’ 

Speaking with one of the best known em- 
ployes of the road, he said: 

“General MacRae wasa man of peculiar 
ways, but once a man understood him, it was 
easy to please him; and in pleasing him one 
was pretty stire todo right. He was always 
just, and the men on the road, like they did 
in the army, learned to sweat by him. He 
will be greatly missed, but one. and all of us 
will wish him good luck wherever he may

‘cause celebre’’ in our courts and will not 
reach a final conclusion short of the supreme 
court. 

Yesterday the signature to the will and the 
admitted genuine signature to certain checks:

Cheatham says, was undoubtedly » con- 
erate of Starkes, and who advised him to 
with Starkes and give him a chance to get 
money.

Suddenly happening to 
look behind him he found the hallway 
blockaded by two of the men that he 
had left a short time before in 
the bar-room. At the other . end 
of the hall he saw two members of the same 
crowd, and at once saw that he was trapped. 
Starkes then proposed to give him 25 minutes 
in which to get the money. Mr, Cheatham 
had left his pistol with Mr. McCullough at 
the hotel. The rough looking men, evidently 
confederates of Starkes, were closing in on 
him from each end of the hall, and he 
saw that his life was not worth a sou marquee 
unless he yielded to the proposition that 
Starkes made. He therefore agreed that he 
would give Starkes twenty-five minutes in 
which he could go alone after the 
money and bring it to the Pal- 
mer house. Upon making this agreement 
Starkes ran rapidly through the hallway and 
vanished, neyer to be seen again. The plug- 
ugly strangers who blocked Mr. Cheatham in 
the hallway retired, and he was allowed to 
reach terra firma again. He returned to the 
Palmer house, and of course never heard of 
Starxes or Post again, but satisfied that he had 
escaped with his life from the trap that he 
had been Jed into by the most desperate 
roughs of a deperate city. 

Above is about the substance of this re- 
markable story.

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OTHELLO-Ross!.—Notwithstanding the unpleas- 
the fame and fine abilities of the artist assembled 
at DeGive’s opera house to witness Rossi’s imper- 
sonation of Othello, and were rewarded by a per- 
formance, Which, in respect of sustained interest, 
and extreme claboration and brilliancy of execu- 
tion, could not be easily excelled. We have wit- 
nessed Rossi in Hamlet, with its refined develop- 
mentof thought and sentiment; then we have 
seen himin Othello, with its progressive interest 
and powerful alternations of feeling: and one re- 
matkable feature of his impersonations is the skil 
with which he works them out to a climax. The 
revelation of his power isgradual, yet it is appa- 
rent thatit results from thoughtful design. The 
plays are advanced before he calis all the resources 
of hisart into play, and his execution acquires the 
smoothness and spontaneity which constitute iden- 
tification with the fictitious personage. In listen- 
ing to him one almost forgets that he is speaking 
his linesin Italian, while his support responded in 
English—the dual-tongued dialogue is so over- 
looked in seeing his acting that the harmouy of the 
entertainment isnot marred. His bearing, his ges- 
tures, his glance and his tones, all spoke with 
matchless eloquence. We cannot refer to any par- 
ticular partof the play. Rossi’s discrimination in 
each scene and the distinction was so nice and so 
polished that it beggars description. It is not in the 
opening scenes of the play that opportunities pre- 
sent themselves to Rossi. But in the scene where 
Othello has his pass on roused by his sense of 
wrongs—in painting the expiring conflict between 
love and hatred, tenderness and resentment, jeal- 
ousy end remorse, and in unfolding the strength 
avd weaknesses of our nature, he was truly graud.

THE MACON EXTENSION. 


General Progress of the Work—The Entire Line 
Almoat Under Urade. 

Although little publicity has recently been given 
to the afiairs of the Macon and Brunswick exten- 
sion from Macon to Atlanta, the work of buildiug 
the road has been prosecuted with unabated vigor 
and the entire line is now inthe hands of the 
laborers. The contractors have pushed matters for- 
ward “as rapidly as men and money’’ could do so 
and in strict accordance with Colonel Cole's prom- 
Ises, 

The several sections of the road bed are now being 
brought tocompletion and inade ready for track lay- 
ing. The section out from Macon is finished. Grant 
has completed his sectionand brought his hands 
up near to Atlanta,, Renfroeis pushing ahead rap- 
idly and expects to throw the last spedeful of diit 
on hissection atan early day. The two Condons 
are’ doing heavy work on their contracts and will 
bejup to time on them. Pat Lynch and others are 
equally advanced and it will not be far along in 
January before the grading will be so fully com- 
pleted that the work of track laying, bridge build- 
lng, ete., can be commenced. 

There is. a large force of men along the line en- 
gaged already in getting out the ties for the road and 
one hundred men areat work in south Georgia, 
securing and preparing the heavy timbers for the 
numeroas bridges and trestleworks thatare needed 
along the line. 

The connection through the city of Macon and 
up to the site of the Oemulgee bridge has not vet 
been made, but will soon be accomplished. The 
road, it is expected, will be yong ae to Jackson, 
in Butts county, by the last of March, to MeDon- 
ough in June, andto Atlanta about the latter days 
in August, 1882. It is not thought the road will be 
fully opened to through travel and traflic before 
the beginning of the cottou season on the first day 
of September. 

While the above dates do not exactly conform to 
public expectations at the outset of the enterprise 
the reason for the fact is that the contractors foun 
great difficulty at first in securing a proper supply 
of laborers. It was not until after the crops had 
been housed that they obtained from the etd the 
amount of men necessary to carry forward the work 
as they desired. 

The road will touch the Central track about two 
hundred yards from James’ chapel, citywards, and 
the freight depots will be located on the line south 
of the Peters street crossing.

SCARRY SMALL-POX. 


Some Important Facts Concerning the Vaccination 
Measures. 

Dr. J. B. Baird, secretary to the board of health, 
informs us that the measures for the thorough vac- 
cination of parties in the city subject to the attacks 
of small-pox have been perfected. The physicians 
selected for this arduous duty are: First ward, Dr. 
Stodghill; second ward, Pr. John H Logan: third 
ward, Dr. L. R. Whitly: fourth ward, Dr. Stroud; 
fifth ward, Dr. N. O, Harris. Dr. Cumming was 
chosen to attend at the Central dispensary, which 
will be located in afew days—possibly In a room 
over Keely's store. They began work on Monday, 
300 quills of virus having been received and more 
telegraphed for. 

Dr. Baird estimates that there are about 10,000 
persons in the city unvaccinated, and that of these, 
under the appropriation of $1,000, the physicians 
may be able within a month to vaccinate a third. 
Inthe meantime the vaccinations will be produc- 
ing virusin plenty, and shoulda panic come it 
will not take long to vaccinate every person who 
can be reached for the-purpose. 

Nearly all of the four thousand children in the 
miblic schools have been vaccinated and there is 
irde danger of the disease, should it appear here, 
spreading through those channels. Uniess small- 
pox develops in our midst during the coming 
month it will scarcely visit us during the season.
